Phosphorescent  Diamonds. 

The  French  iuvestigator  M.  Mascart 
arranged  a  dark  room,  in  which  a  col¬ 
lection  of  150  diamonds  was  placed.  On 
one  side  was  an  attenuating  current  arc 
lamp.  The  lens  was  covered  with  violet 
covered  glass,  so  that  only  ultra  violet 
rays  were  thrown  on  the  diamond* 
among  which  were  several  old  Indian, 
Brazilian  and  Cape  stones,  and  some 
from  the  South  Africa  diggings.  Of  tbe 
entire  collection  only  three  diamonds 
•were  phosphorescent.  A  Brazilian  stone 
of  1%  carats  and  another  of  B  carats 
showed  this  property  in  a  marked 
degree.  They  were  perfectly  white, 
with  a  bluish  tint  Tbe  phosphorescence 
lasted  for  1 5  minutes  after  exposure, 
gradually  lessening  in  intensity.  Pure 
white  light  was  used,  resulting  in  s 
less  beautiful  experiment  although 
phosphorescence  was  apparent  This  test 
demonstrated  that  some  diamonds,  bat 
not  all,  possess  the  power  of  absorbing 
light  and  emitting  it  in  the  dark. 


Smoking  la  Germany. 

Smoking  iu  Germany  is  not  a  pastime; 
it  is  an  art  and  an  art  that  has  grouped 
about  it  a  respectable  number  at  indus¬ 
tries.

HOW  TALC  IS  QUARRIED. 

Wk«re  It  Comes  From  sad  tbe  Manner  of 
Sending  It  to  Market. 

At  Luzeuac,  in  the  upper  valley  of 
the  Allege,  talc  is  quarried  on  an  ex¬ 
tensive  *eale  in  tbe  granite  of  St.  Bar- 
thelemy,  a  mountain  7,700  feet  high 
and  about  30  miles  from  the  main  chain 
of  the  Pyrenees.  Tbe  quarries,  which 
are  situuted  about  two  miles  from  the 
summit  and  6,900  fact  above  the  sea, 
ore  opened  iu  a  bedded  deposit,  included 
between  micaschist  below  and  lower 
Silurian  slates  above,  which  has  been 
followed  for  about  2,000  yards  in  a 
north  and  south  direction,  with  a  dip  of 
about  60  degrees  to  the  east,  the  thick¬ 
ness  varying  from  160  to  1,000  feet,  as 
does  also  the  composition.  Masses  at 
limestone  and  granite,  the  latter  often 
of  considerable  size,  are  frequently  found 
included  in  tbe  silicate  of  magnesia, 
which  also  Contains  same  alumin*. 

The  best  rock  to  of  a  brilliant  white 
color  and  feels  greasy  to  the  touch  when 
ground  to  fine  powder.  The  principal 
qnarry,  at  Tremonin,  is  worked  in  the 
open,  across  the  direction  of  tbe  bed, 
funning  two  or  three  terraces  50  feet 
high,  the  surface  covering,  6  to  10  feet 
thick,  having  been  first  stripped,  The 
stuff  broken  is  carried  by  a  level,  in  tbe 
bottom  of  the  quarry,  driven  in  t*e  foot 
wall  of  tbe  vein  to  the  valley  of  Axiat, 
whence  it  is  hauled  in  bqllock  wagons 
about  12  miles  t<f  the  works  of  Lqzeuac, 
where  a  water  pfcwer  of  90  horsepower 
is  obtained  from  the  Ariege.  The  me¬ 
chanical  preparstidb  includes  siting  by 
sieves,  driving  in  a  rotating  cylinder 
furnace,  breaking,  grinding  and  sifting. 

Nearly  the  whole  Of  the  product  to 
converted  into  powder,  only  a  small 
part  being  made  into  pencils  ton  mark¬ 
ing  out  workiom  metal  or  sold  in  tbe 
lamp  form.— Colliery  Guardian. 


Reversing  Nature. 

The  reversibility  of  the  physical  proc¬ 
esses  of  nature  has  latterly  been  the 
subject  of  interesting  comment.  Lord 
Kelvin,  for  example,  has  been  credited 
with  saying  that  al^.of  them,  no  matter 
how  complex  they  might  appear  to  the 
huipan  senses,  consist  in  reality  of  the 
motions  of  invisible  molecules,  and  if, 
therefore,  by  some  means,  all  these 
molecules  could,  at  the  same  time,  be 
made  to  move  iu  exactly  the  opposite  di¬ 
rection,  and  each  with  the  same  velocity 
that  it  possessed  at  tbe  moment,  all  the 
world  would  begin  and  continue  to  move 
backward;  waterfall*  would  flow  up  the 
sides  of  cliffs,  rivers  would  run  upward 
from  tbe  sea,  rain  would  rise,  full  blown 
flowers  would  shrink  intp  buds  and 
plants  dwindle  into  seedlings,  man  him¬ 
self  would  become  young  again,  passing, 
from  old  age  to  infancy.  Just  what  kind 
of  pictures  such  a  topsy-turvy  world 
would  present  may  be  seen  with  a  kinet- 
oscope  running  backward.
